Chungking, Apr. 14. 

Reliable foreign sourees here fore-

Negotiations in Chungking between 
[Chinese and British authorities started 
when Britain presented a proposal 
for settlement which, however, was 
found unacceptable by the Chinese. 
It is slated that several weeks ago 
the Chinese authorities presented a 
counter-proposal, which was duly dis- 
cussed in Tokyo between the British 
and. Japanese authorities. It is 
further learned that the scene of 
gotiations has now again shifted back 
to, Chungking. 

‘The Chinese authorities, in their 
negotiations, are reported to have 
shown great appreciation of the diM- 
culties Britain is at present experienc- 
ing in Tientsin, and the reasonable 
altitude of the Chinese Government 
is said to have created a favourable 
pression among British circles. 

‘AS the Tientsin silver question 
concerns other third Powers, it is 
Yearned that Britain has always kept 
the United States and French Gov- 
‘ernments informed of the progress of 
negotiations in Chungking and Tokyo.

‘The decision of the Allies to lay mine 
fields in Norwegian territorial waters, in order 
to prevent the Germans from obtaining sup- 
plies from Norway, and so diminish the effec~ 
tiveness of the Allied blockade is a weleome 
fone. No longer will German vessels be able 
to sneak along the coast of Norway either 
carrying iron ore or other contraband, or in 
the ‘case of naval vessels using these same 
waters for purpose of evading the Allied 
naval blockade and reaching the high seas 
to raid Allied commerce, or attack neutral 
shipping. ‘This latest development may be 
taken as marking a new phase in the war, 
and a speeding up of the tempo for which 
there has been much public demand in Bri 
tain and France. It needs to be borne in 
mind that this step, the result of much con- 
sideration, was taken with no feeling 
of enmity towards Norway. ‘The difficult 
position of that country has been fully re~ 
cognized all along. That, however, does not 
mean that the Allies can stand idly by, and 
wateh a state of affairs being brought about 
which places them at a grave disadvantage, 
yeducing Norway's neutrality to something in 
name only, not because Norway desires it, 
bul because it is being forced upon her by 
the Reich, Much is being made of the 
alleged illegality of the procedure adopted. 
‘That argument is likely to fall on obstinately 
deaf ears, for the manner in which this war 
is being conducted by the Reich, the con- 
sistent breaches of international law of which 
it is guilty, relieves the Allies of the neces- 
sity of adhering to it. It may be argued 
that two wrongs do not made a right, and 
that the Allies should stil observe every 
requirement of international law, but it is 
yenerally recognized that if one combatant 
ignoxes it the other can in justice take what 
ever steps in reprisal as may seem good to 
it, ‘The laying of mines at three points 
along the Norwegian coast has been so 
arranged as to offer Norwegian coastal ship- 
ping the minimum of inconvenience, while 
at the same time it assures that all vessels 
including German will at three points be 
obliged to leave territorial waters where they 
can be intercepted by Allied patrols. 

‘Phat roughly was the position for about 
twenty-four hours, when further develop- 
ments occurred with breath-taking rapidity. 
‘the war has expanded in a manner which 
was regarded as always possible, and the 
world is witnessing first the rape of so in- 
offensive a country as Denmark, and the 
xallant spirit of Norway forced at Jast to 
take steps to defend itself against the 
iniquitous manner in which her neutrality 
has been destroyed. ‘The attack on Denmark 
is just what was to be expected from a 
country which has shown great uetivity 
against smaller nations but which hesitates 
to strike against the Allies. It is as cowardly 
a piece of land-grabbing as any that Herr 
Hitler has done, and mankind is presented 
with the spectacte of a man inspired with 
insatiable ambitions working his wicked will 
upon innocent peoples. It is not to be be- 
lieved that this step was taken as aq 
decision following the Allied action in laying 
mines in Norwegian waters. ‘There is all the 
evidence in the world, in the shape of 
various German troop movements, to show 
that it was only a question of time when 
this would come about, and the correct way 
of viewing the situation now created is to 
accopt it as part of the general scheme 
which Herr Hitler has for the subjugation 
of Europe, The entry of Norway into the 
war through « declaration launched by her- 
self, is in all probability due to the fact that 
the Germans were preparing to send forces 
into.

That can be offset by prompt action by 
the Allies. Notice should be served upon 
Berlin through a neutral diplomat that if one 
town of Norway is bombed from the air, the 
Allies will in their turn subject German 
towns to similar bombardment. It has been 
's2| quite obvious all along that the reluctance 
of Herr Hitler to start the long threatened 
bombardment of Great Britain has been due 
to the knowledge that the Allies would re- 
taliate. ‘The Reich should be informed that 
the Ailies will make common cause with 
Norway, and that reprisals will be inflicted 
upon Germany for any acrial attacks she 
Mt make upon her smaller neighbour. 
‘That, and that alone, is the only means which 
may ‘be expected to prevail upon Herr Hitler 
and his gang to hold their hands. There is 
4 great significance in Norway's taking the 
action she has. In the first place it clearly 
demonstrates the enormous pressure under 
which she has been endeavouring to main- 
tain her neutrality, and in the second it 
to be taken as an’ expression of confidence 
in the ultimate victory of the Allics. For 
ie latter this surprising development has 
advantages. The sea blockade of Gei 
many is now complete. It will be impos- 
ible for German vessels at present taking 
refuge in foreign ports to hope to run the 
blockade which has thus been completed, 
and Allied naval vessels, which have been 
keeping wateh on them, will be relieved to 
a very considerable extent to undertake other 
‘and equally important duties. Supplies of 
iron from Narvik have thus been cut off, 
‘and, if Germany is s0 foolish as to embark 
upon war with Sweden to get control of its 
huge deposits, what might have been trans- 
ported through the Baltic, may also be stop- 
ped. The whole development may prove not 
at all to German liking. ‘The Reich may 
still be able to avoid fighting on more than 
‘one front, but it is clear that, as its despera- 
tion increases, similar adventures to this may 
bbe expected, in which event there would be 
fighting on a second front which would de- 
prive Germany of her supplies from the 
south. ‘This striking example of the rake's 
progress is evidence of the straits to which 
Germany is being reduced, and but another 
proof of the truth of the saying :—Quem 
Jupiter vult perdere, prius dementat.

‘The German claim that the action which 
has been taken against Denmark and Norway 
is in retaliation for the Allied laying of 
mines in Norwegian territorial waters is just 
another lie typical of those which have 
deen regularly turned out from Berlin since 
the beginning of the war. ‘The fact is that 
Germany had long prepared for this present 
step. It will be remembered that, towards 
the end of last year and the beginning of 
this, troop concentrations were reported in 
that area of Germany adjacent to Heligoland 
Bay. Reports that a large number of Ger- 
man vessels were on the high seas moving 
northward, apparently with the idea of 
offering battle to the British fleet were 
current at least a day before the Allies laid 
any mines at all, and it is quite clear now 
that those vessels constituted convoys of 
troopships which were destined to the vari- 
ous points in Norway which are now re- 
ported to have been occupied by German 
soldiers. Viewing the German allegation 
from another angle the question may be 
‘asked why, if what the Réich claims is 
true, was it necessary to invade Denmark. 
IL is of course stated te be for the purpose 
of extending German protection to that 
happy country. ‘The promise is given that it 
will be only for the duration of the war. That 
the Allies will ensure. The German pro- 
mise, like so many that Herr Hitler has so 
freely given, is not meant to be fulfilled by 
the Reich, and it may with certainty be said 
that should Germany by some mischance win 
this war, then the whole of Scandinavia as 
‘a group of independent nations will cease te 
‘exist, and Germany will have acquired more 
of that lebensraum on which Herr Hitler has 
set his marauding heart. ‘There should be 
no doubt about it; thére is not the slightest 
intention in the German mind to return any 
territory which she may be able to grab 
unless she is forced to, and the sacred mis- 
of the Allies is to continue to wage 
wr until these nations which are being de- 
prived of their independence shall have 
restored to them their territory, and their 
freedom. 

‘The old bogey which has been raised by 
the Reich propaganda machine that the 
Allies intend o invade Belgium and Holland 
arouses suspicion that those countries are 
next on the list to receive German protec- 
tion. If it were not so tragic the picture 
of der Fuchrer, than whose hands none have 
been more patently bloodstained, posing as 
the champion of the weaker nations, would 
be absolutely ludicrous, and without a doubt 
both Belgium and Holland will look upon 
the Reich's next moves with the gravest 
suspicion, and a readiness to defend their 
integrity which they have already announced 
in terms which permit of no misunderstand~ 
ing. ‘They have every reason to believe that 
their turn will be next. The German stories 
of a big naval engagement must be accepted 
with complete reserve for the moment, while 
the claims of damage to British vessels must 























he ignored as blatant propaganda, until the

facts have been liberated by the British and 
French naval commands. Quite obviously. 
there will be no communication between the 
Allied fleets in the North Sea with their 
home bases by wireless until the engagement 
has been brought to a conclusion, for it 
‘would be the height of imprudence to use 
‘wireless which would undoubtedly give their 
positions away to the cnemy. ‘The pro- 
bability that a naval engagement is being 
fought must be accepted as great.

an venture along the coast of Norway hax 
reated lines of communication which the 
Allies will not hesitate to attack. They 
afford an objective which was not formerly 
in existence, and the German fleet will now 
bbe forced to come out into the open, instead 
‘of skulking behind its minefields. to mai 
tain avenues of supply for the men who 
have been landed in Norway, unless of 
course the Reich decides the safe plan will 
be to invade Sweden and thus set up lines

Whatever 
attenuated neutrality Norway had under 
enormous German pressure has now dis- 
‘appeared, and the problem of the blockade 
has been altogether simplified by what Ger- 
many has done. There must be  consider- 
able sympathy felt for such countries as 
Denmark which as enemy occupied territory 
must perforce be included in. the Allied 
blockade. Her sea-borne trade must for the 
time being be disrupted. Her agricultural 
‘wealth will undoubtedly be diverted to Ger- 
many, and her people reduced to that ser= 
vitude to German ends which other pooples 
have already experienced. But the time will 
come when all this shall be ended, and Ger-

It was fully in 
keeping with their naval traditions, and 
there is not_a Briton or a Frenchman this 
day who does not fect proud of the prowess 
of their arms. There is a suggestion that 
the naval forces in the Skager Rak have 
been entrapped by the German minefield, 
but it has to be remembered that in. the 
last war the Allies proved that if they 
could pieree one to go in they could do 
the same thing to come out even in more 
restricted waters, and there is no reason to 
believe that they will prove incapable of 
doing the same thing on this occasion. 

In the meantime judging from the scanty 
reports to hand there was some conflict of 
nformation as to what was actually happen- 
ing in Norway itself.

As against 
that the British lost four destroyers, a light 
price to pay for so imposing a success. To 
the twelve German transports which have 
been sunk, there has to be added two which 
have been interned in Sweden, one because 
of damage done to her and the otlier because 
she infringed Swedish territorial waters. The 
Allies have cut the iron ore route from 
Narvik to Germany, and it may confidently 
be expected that it'will remain cut, and at 
the sume time a smashing blow has been 
given to German prestige from which it 
will take that nation a long time to recover. 
‘The German high command either because 
‘of miscalculation, or because of sheer des- 
peration have seen what might have been a 
tactical success transformed by the energe 
ic action of the Allies into a strategical 
blunder of the first magnitude, 

What is of even more importance is the 
fact that Norway has decided to resist the 
German invasion, and has thrown in her lot 
with the Allies.’ There was at first some 
doubt whether she would do so, but it speaks: 
well for a numerically small nation that it 
hhas taken up the challenge and has already 
inflicted considerable harm upon the invad~ 
ers, In the picturesque words of the French 
Premier “After leaping on Denmark,”—with 
whom as Mr, Churehill reminded the House 
of Commons Germany had recently coneluded 
4 trealy guaranteeing her from all molesta- 
tion,—"She hurled herself at Norway bellev- 
ing she would not meet more resistance than 
from Austria in 1938, Instead she met with 
vesistance like that of Belgium in 1914. 
Merely another blunder on the part of the 
Reich, It is to be expected that now the, 
ivon ore route has been cut and is likely to 
remain so, Herr Hitler will turn his attention’ 
to the possibility of invading Sweden as an 
alternative route to Norway. ‘The Swedes 
have already announced their intention to 
maintain, and, if necessary, defend thelr 
neutrality, and seeing what’ has happened 
to two of their neighbours, and realizing 
exaetly what German guarantees are worth, 
‘are not likely now to be cozened into any 
doparture from that attitude. Sweden with 
the biggest army of the three Scandinavian 
countries may be expected to give a good 
account of herself, and it may yet prove to 
bbe the case that "because of the imposing 
reverse which the Reich has already 
sustained Herr Hitler may even now decide 
not to enlarge his commitments on the 
peninsula, though, if he does, the prospects 
of receiving any greater supplies of iron ore 
than he has up to the present will not be 
particularly bright. ‘This has to be remem- 
bored; with Sweden at war with Germany, 
fore supplies will be entirely cut off, and 
Germany would have to secure the complete 
subjugation of Sweden and command of the 
Baltic before they could ever be resumed. 

German troop movements behind the 
boundaries of the Lowlands and Luxembourg 
suggest that perhaps the time is not far dis- 
tant when Herr Hitler will decide to attack 
either Belgium or Holland or possibly both. 
Holland presents a particular lure as giving 
Germany airbases closer to Britain, and 
ports whence the U-boat campaign might be 
prosecuted more offectively. It is believed 
that an attack on Holland may take place 
the near future. It will be met by the Low- 
tands in common action, for it is understood 
Bolyium will assist Holland in such an even= 
tality, while doubtless the Allies would be 
veady and anxious to render all help within 
their power, and that will not be small, ‘The 
weneral picture is presented of Germany 
slowly strangling in the grip of the blockade 
thrashing out in all directions in an endeavour 
to obtain some relief. ‘Thus not only from 
4 strategical point of view would the con- 
quering of the Lowland prove attractive to 
Herr Hitler, but the food supplies of those 
countries would be sought as further relict 
to the tightening belts of the German people. 
In this connection it may readily be assumed 
that the Danes will be deprived of their 
foodstuffs in precisely the same way as have 
the Poles, and the only opportunity which 
Belgium and Holland has of saving them- 
selves from the same treatment lies in the 
putting up of a successful defence against 
German inroads. The whole situation is preg 
nant with enormous possibilities and im= 
mediate developments will be watched with 
the keonest interest. It should be borne in 
mind that there is not one development which 
ean take place which has not always been 
in the minds of the Allied Governments, and 
the only clement of surprise which exists 
is as fo when the expected new moves 
will be made. That factor of surprise is, 
however, not great, for with all countries 















































‘made to meet all emergencies. ‘The initia 
tive still remains with Herr Hitler, but if 
it proves no more’ valuable to him’ than it 
has with regard to Norway he would appear 
to be perfectly welcome to it. 


ANOTHER GERMAN REVERSE) 
April 15. 


Adding further to the success which the 
Allicd Navies obtained against the German 
‘attempt to establish adequate communication 
with the slender forces they have succeeded 
im landing in Norway, is the destruction of 
seven Gernian destroyers in the Narvile and 
Rombaks Fiords. These vessels appear to 
have escorted troopships to Narvik, and to’ 
have been eaught by the British fleet which 
Kept them bottled up. With the arrival of 
minesweepers on the scene, a British force, 
with the support of H.M.S. Warspite, headed 
up the flord and attacked the German des 
troyers sinking seven and sustaining but little 
damage themselves, thrce British destroyers 
being damaged, but not seriously. This addi- 
tional victory, and the laying of the enormous 
420-mile-long minefield designed completely 
to cut Germany off from the Norwegian coast 
constitute two further severe blows to the 
German aspirations on the Scandinavian 
Peninsula, and reveal in its entirety the 
blunder which the German high command 
made when it launched upon its rash ad~ 
venture. It, in fact, overreached itself and 
is now paying the penalty, for it is to be’ 
believed that the Allied fleets will seek out 
whatever other German vessels may be 
iding in the various flords in which they are 
reported to have taken refuge, and deal with 
them in exactly the same way as they dealt 
with the seven destroyers at Narvik. Thus 
to date Germany has lost no fewer than 25 
vessels consisting of four cruisers, cight 
destroyers, one submarine and twelve trans~ 
ports, taking only those figures which have 
been’ officially confirmed, ‘though to those 
have to be added at least two transports 
which have been interned in Sweden. The 
losses inflicted upon the German navy con 
siderably reduce the possibility of that arm 
being able to take the seas and drive off the 
Allied vessels which have thus broken com- 
munications between the various German 
forces in Norway and their home bases, and 
though an occasional German vessel may be 
able to steal its way through the obstacles: 
which the Allied navy and the minefields 
present, the likelihood of the Reich being 
able to maintain adequate supply services by 
‘sea has been reduced to the minimum. 

Something has been made of the German 
claim that they will still be able to main- 
tain and reinforce their troops in Norway 
by means of aeroplanes. That may be pos~ 
sible, but reflection will show that only very 
slender supplies can be expected by this: 
means. Obviously tanks, and heavy artil~ 
Iery cannot be maintained by such means, 
though men, machine guns, and ammunition, 
may thus be transported, and while the 
troops so landed there may be able to live 
off the land, it is obvious that the care of 
the wounded, and additional victualling will 
also present diffteulties which will grow in 
proportion to the men who may be landed 
by such methods. There are reports which 
indicate that the German command fully 
realizes its situation, and that demands are 
now being made upon the Swedish Govern- 
‘ment to permit the passage of heavy weapons 
and supplies through Swedish territory but 
not troops. That so far as the Germans are 
concerned would be an easy matter because 
of their control of Denmark, and the com- 
paratively narrow waters through which con- 
voys would have to pass. But without the 
passage of large bodies of men to reinforce 
those already in Norway it is not likely to 
bbe effective so long as the Norwegians can 
necount for more Germans than can arrive 
by acroplane. It is said that Sweden will 
reject any such demands as involving a de- 
parture from the neutrality which she has 
avowed her intention of maintaining and 
protecting. If that leads to an invasion of 
Sweden the world at large will not be sur= 
prised. Such a step has been contemplated 
for a long time past, and the utter failure 
of the Norwegian venture, and the necessity 
of bolstering up the forces which were sent 
out on this mad errand may even now force 
the Reich to attack Sweden, a move which 
will require considerable forces in view of 
the strength of the Swedish army, and the 
excellence of its equipment. If Germany 
does decide to attack Sweden it will have 
brought about a war on two fronts of which 
Herr Hitler has been so consistently afraid, 
and which the Allies will be prepared to 
wage with him most heartily. Falling an 
attack direct on Sweden it is reported that 
the Reich have contemplated making use of 
Russian railways through Leningrad and on 
to Murmansk, 

Probably it does not contemplate endea- 
vouring to send further assistance to its 
troops in Norway by sea, but rather to cross 
the narrow neck of Finland in the region 
of Petsamo and thus enter Norway. Reports 
have it that the Soviet has declined to accede. 
to any such requests on the ground that it 
does not desire to become involved in this 
northern war, and, if this proves to be the 
case, Germany will be thrown back on an 
attack on Sweden with the increased risks 
of defeat which such a step would entail. 
‘Meanwhile it is highly significant that the 
Germans have again resorted to the bom- 
bardment of open towns and machine-gun- 
ning civilians wherever they are to be found 
in any numbers. That is to be taken as 
a sign of the desperation of the situation in 
which Germany finds herself in connection 
‘with this Norwegian adventure, for it is fol- 






































lowing the old and long proved futile tactics 
of endeavouring to strike terror into the 
hearts of the masses in the hope that the 
decisions of the Norwegian Government will 
thereby be more inclined towards surrender. 
‘That it will not succeed Spain and Finland 
have completely proved, and it amounts but 
to another example of that wanton disregard 
of the rights of civilians and a useless brutal- 
ity with which the Germans have marked 
their conduct ever sinee they decided to 
resort to war as the ultimate weapon of 
their policy of aggrandisement. Heartening 
fas these successes must be, and proving as 
they do the complete control of the North 
Sea by the Allied navies,—for how else could 
they possibly carry out what they have al- 
ready done ?—they must be regarded as 
minor events in the long and gigantic strug 
gle which still lies ahead. ‘They clearly 
prove that the much maligned democracies 
fare not quite so decadent and effete as Herr 
Hitler would have his people and the world 
at large believe. ‘There is even more to it 
than that; the whole of the events of last 
week has demonstrated beyond a peradven~ 
ture of a doubt that Herr Hitler has exhausted 
the number of small neutral nations which 
will submit without resistance to his iniquit~ 
ous demands. The remainder are prepared 
to fight him should the situation necessitate it. 











A CRITICAL WEEK 
April 16, 


In the opinion of some well-informed quar- 
ters the war, especially in connection with 
Germany's adventure into Scandinavia, is 
likely to reach an important and maybe de~ 
cisive stage during the course of this week. 
Probably so far as Norway is concerned 
that stage has already been reached with a 
costly naval defeat of Germany at the hands 
of the Allies, the laying of an immense mine~ 
fold designed to cut Germany off from her 
troops in Norway, and the daring British 
incursion into the ‘Baltic for the purpose of 
laying mines to obstruct the transport of 
‘Swedish iron-ore in those waters. The rape 
‘of Denmark made it possible for British sub- 
marines to enter the Baltic without breach 
of international law, and the laying of mine- 
fields has resulted.’ It is reported that the 
total number of troops Germany was able to 
land in Norway amounted to about three’ 
divisions or 35,000 men, They were landed 
at different points, but the indications are 
that the main force was sent to Oslo, that 
the detachments landing at other ports’ were 
not excessively large, and that they should 
resent no great obstacle when the Allies, 
and the Norwegians set about the task of 
cleaning them up. ‘That the great force was 
landed at Oslo seems clear from the fact 
that it was able to make such headway north 
to Hamar, Elverum and Kongsvinger, an 
average distance of fifty-five miles as the 
crow flies. At these three points the Nor- 
wegians have now assembled in force and 
the latest reports indicate that they are at 
least holding their own if not repulsing the 
Invaders. ‘Meanwhile the problem of how to 
maintain the German forees in the field, and 
to send them reinforcements is the one which 
Herr Hitler has to solve, and, if he finds 
diMiculty in doing so, it will be because of the 
determined action which the Allies have 
taken against the German forees, and the 
wide scope of their activities which should 
serve entirely to cut Norway off from Ger- 
many. Consequently there is much reason 
to believe that important decisions will have 
4o be taken by Berlin in the course of this 
week, 


‘Those decisions will narrowly concern 
Sweden. With an important force of probably 
25,000 men in the Oslo area sooner or later 
in’ demand of supplies, and reinforcements, 
it is clear that the much-vaunted transporta- 
tion by air cannot hope to be adequate. Yet, 
unless these forces are properly maintained, 
Herr Hitler runs the risk of suffering a 
military defeat, not, perhaps, of the first 
‘magnitude, but sufficient to add to the gener- 
‘al weight of the reverses Germany has al 
ready suffered. It is unlikely that Herr 
Hitler will submit to any such thing, and the 
probabilities are that he will make further 
‘demands upon Sweden for permission to send 
munitions, heavy war material and other 
‘supplies through Swedish territory. If, as it 
is expected, the Swedish Government ad- 
heres to its determination to insist upon its 
neutrality, and, if necessary, to fight in de- 
fence of it, then the Scandinavian campaign 
will assume even greater importance than it 
hhas at present, and bring to Herr Hitler the 
disadvantage which he has always sought to 
avoid of having to fight on two fronts. Should 
hhe persist in the grave error he has already 
‘committed he will have completely played 
into the hands of the Allies, and have de- 
monstrated that the experience gained as a 
corporal in the last war has stood him in 
little stead as chief strategist in the present 
struggle. There is also considerable un- 
easiness in Holland over the prospects of a 
possible German invasion, but, nevertheless, 
the intention to resist to the’ utmost, and, 
judging from American reports, the possil 
ity ‘that Signor Mussolini may in the near 
future abandon neutrality and come into the 
struggle on the German side cannot be 
ignored. It is stated that Italian naval dis- 
positions in the Mediterranean, and the re- 




















Ported intention of Il Duce to call up one- 
and-a-quarter million reservists are to be 
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‘ken as indication of coming Italian patti 
cipation in this war. ‘This view is supported 
by. the declarations of Signor Ansaldo, 
director of the “Teleyrafo,” owned by Count 
iano, clearly indicating the early possibility 
of Italy entering the struggle, an oceasion 
“whieh a month ago might have been very 
remote, moy now be nearer than you think.” 
However much such a step would be re- 
vetted by the Allies as definitely putting 
tn end to all endeavours to reach a better 
understanding with Italy, it is a contingency 
Which the Allies have always reckoned on. 
‘They did so when they declared war against 
Germany on the invasion of Poland, for it 
was not until some days later that'it was 
learned that Herr Hitler had released Italy 
from the obligation to go to war immediately 
alliance with Germany. It is an even- 
tuality against which the Allies have already: 
made such” dispositions of their forces as , 
they consider best designed to meet. the 
menaee which such a development would 
mean. Thus while Malian participation in 
the war would entail the further spread of 
hostilities, and the enlargement’ of the 
theatre of war, it would have about it no 
element of surprise whatever, and would 
only represent an emergency’ which the 
Allies have all along expected, and whieh 
they have been at all times prepared to meet. 
With a decisive vietory in the north, whieh 
oes not seem at all improbable, it’ should 
not be difcult for the Allies to maintain 
control in the Mediterranean, for the general 
effect of all that has been happening in the 
North Sea, the very patent crippling of the 
German navy, and the close confinement of 
the remainder to German home waters, has 
been that a redisposition of the Allied naval 
forces should not prove impossible, ‘Thus it 
should be quite possible for the Allies to 
maintain their holdin the Mediterranean 
should unhappily Signer Mussolini decide to 
act in accordance with his commitments to 
Horr Hitler, while the presence of imposing 
Allied military forces in the Near Enst, to= 
gether with the Allied understanding with 
Turkey are factors which tend to remove 
‘any uneasiness which might otherwise be 
felt concerning the possibilities of the situ 
tion. There is every reason for facing the 
future with complete confidence. Not. that 
the possible enemies should be regarded 
lightly, for the Italians can be formidable 
both on land and sea. Tt is rather in the 
knowledge of Allies’ ‘strength, and deter- 
mination that the cause for hope is to be 
found, together with thelr vast resources in 
men, money and material all of which have 
not yet been mobilized to thelr fullest extent,

fOne of the most astonishing features of the 
spate of correspondence which during the last 
[few days has been published in these columns 
is the amazing amount of misconception there

[stration, and it is impossible to avoid the con- 
felusion ‘that the Counell is not well served in 
the matter of publleity. Some nine years ago it 
was sought to remedy this state of affairs which 
was apparent then by the appointment of a 
Press Information OMicer and a small staff, 
the general impression was formed that, though 
the Council had been obliged reluctantly to 
take this step, the department was never very 
popular with’ the various other departments, 
‘and when in 1936 the economy axe was being en- 
‘thuslastieally wielded, this new department 
[was amongst the frst to go. Such publicity as 
the Counell has since issued has been handled 
by a member of the staff of the Secretariat, and 
ino criticism of him is intended when it Is’ sald 
that it was never very satisfactory, chiefly duc 
to the paucity of material he was, allowed to 
Jaive out. That and the secrecy which has continu- 
ally surrounded the doings of the Council has 
permitted a great deal of misunderstanding to 
farise with the result that there is a substantial 
portion of the voting ratepayers completely out 
fof sympathy with the Council. That is indeed 
putting it mildly, for in some cases it appears 
to amount almost to an inveterate distrust. The 
policy of the Couneil should be not “how little 
shall we tell the ratepayers, but how much can 
jwe?” If the impression gained ground that the 
[Council was taking the public into its confidence 
Jas much as it possibly could a generally better 
fatmosphere would result from the removal of 
much misunderstanding. It will be seen now 
that ‘the abolition of the Press Information 
‘Bureau in 1996 was a major error leading to 
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much of present day trouble, while it may 
Safely be said that, if the existing obscurantist 
policy is continued’ in the future, even greater 
embatrassments may befall not only the Coun- 
ell but the ratepayers themselves. 


S.M.C, Election 


Shanghai's ten days of excitement concerning 
the Municipal Elections are now over, and as 
the result of Inst-minute changes in the voters’ 
list considerable difference in the standing of 
the various community votes was brought about, 
really in favour of the occidental nations. The 
closeness of the tolal votes given for the two 
‘American candidates suggests that the British 
and Ameriean voles were cast solidly for them 
‘and allowiny, for a certain number of suftrages 
given them by ratepayers of other nationalities, 
itmay safely be considered that these 6,000 was 
the greatest number of votes any candidate 
could hope to poll without the assistance of the 
Sapanese, ‘The spread of Tess than 200 votes 
‘between those cast for Mr. Allman, and the 
Towest successful British candidate clearly in- 
dicates the solidarity of the occidental voters 
n the question of the maintenance of the status 
fat, while it is to be noticed that the spread 
between the highest and lowest Japanese can~ 
lidate being only 33 demonstrates how thorough- 
ly well organized the Japanese voters turned 
out to be, There is nothing more signifieant than, 
the astonishingly smaN vote given in favour of 
‘Mr, MeDonatd, He polled less than three per 
ent. of the total votes east and in the event 
proved to be not the menace to the selected 
British and American candidates that it was 
believed he would be. Nevertheless it as to be 
pointed out that had the Japanese voted for 
him, ag it was thought they would, it would have 
resulted. in tke Japanese only securing one seat 
‘on the Counell, a result which would have been 
reatly deplored, As a result of this election the 
ratepayers are afforded another year in whieh 
the present status quo will be reiained, It js 10 
be Roped that the verdict of the polls will be 
accepted without resentment on any side. There 
aya grave danger at one time that national 
feeling “Would rise to uncomfortable heights. 
Happily good sense prevailed all round and the 
election itselt was marked by no unfortunate 
Ineldent, It ix hoped that the good sportsman- 
ship for which Shanghai is so noted will pre- 
vent any deterioration in the existing. situation 
and that the results of the election will be ace 
‘cepted by ‘all. If the coming year is devoted 
toa study of the best means of providing the 
Snpanese with something approaching the degree 
‘of representation, which they demand, it is be= 
Hieved the time will not be iil-spent. There are 
Indeed few who do not realize that the Inter= 
national Settlement will sooner or later have to 
embark on a process of evolution which in fact 
hhas been necessary for several years. past, and 
if the problems which aro now. presented and 
those which may be expected in the near future 
an be dealt with in a purely co-operative spirit, 
ie will edound to the eredit of the leaders of 
the various communities, and prove completely 
beneficial to the Settlement as a whole, 























‘Wednesilay’s Meeting 


‘The Smportance of the issues involved in 
the annual meeting of the ratepayers of 
the International Settlement, justifies this jour- 
nal in directing the attention of all readers who 
pay rates to the essential necessity of having as 
representative an attendance of ratepayers as 
possible at that function, ‘The struggle for the 
maintenance of the status quo was only. half 
completed with the results of the municipal 
elections and it is an imperative necessity that 
everyone who has a. vote shall attend to-mor= 
row's meeting to make sure that the Municipal 
Couneit shall be provided with adequate funds 
for the purpose of carrying on the business of 
the International Settlement for the present 
year, It is a regrettable fact that the question of 
Jan increase in the vates had to be raised this 
year, but in this matter the Counell have been, 
inthe first case, the victims of the ratepayers’ 
reluctance in past years to face the necessity 
‘of an inereaso, and, in the second, of the collapse 
In exehange Which ‘has brought about the pre- 
sent unfortunate situation. Obviously, it would 
be the height of absurdity to elect a new Coun- 
cil, and then deny it the funds with which to 
eatry on, but that is what will occur if those 
who object to the inerease of rates succeed in 
carrying their point. ‘The charges of extravag- 
‘ance which have been levelled against the, 
Municipal Couneil have been shown to be com- 
pletely. unjustified. If the contrary were the 
case, it would, even then, not be the wise thing 
to reject the proposed budget at the present 
juneture, especially when it has been cut to a 
minimum of expenditure. With regard to the 
pensions it must be remembered that these were 
commitments entered into in all good faith 
when exchange was decideddy more favourable 
than it is now, and to seek unilaterally to alter 
them would be to demonstrate a degree of bad 
faith which can only be found in the political 
behaviour of certain nations now under such 
bitter criticism. The fate of the International 
Settlement demands that there shall be a fully: 
representative meeting tomorrow and that the 
proposed Budget shall be passed.

She played in three Shakespeare 
plays before she appeared on the London stage 
at the Adelphi, but it was not until she appeared 
fat_ St. James's in 1603 as Paula Tanqueray in 
IwThe ‘Second Mrs, Tanqueray” that her reputa- 
tion became established for it was one of her 
‘most successful parts, and one which she was to 
repeat in afler-years, After association with 
Forbes-Robertson, including a trip to Berlin 
where Mrs. Tanqueray and Shakespeare vied 
for favour, she leased the Royalty in 1900, two 
years later making her first American ‘tour. 
Later, she played with Sarah Bernbardt and 
made’ three more tours of the United States 
where her fame was as high as in London, Mrs. 
[Campbell continued her stage activities until 
shortly before the war when she retired Jeav~ 
fing a Jong and distinguished heritage of suc- 
Jeess to her daughter, Stella Patrick Campbell, 
Iwho never challenged her mother's reputation 
fout certainly did credit. to her name.

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Three Chinese Drowned 
At Summer Palace 


‘Shanghat, Apr. 10. 

‘Three well-known Chinese in Pel 
ing were drowned on Apr. 8 while 
they were travelling in a boat sight- 
seeing in the Summer Palace in the 
Western Hills, sales a Chinese report 
from the ancient capital. The boat 
suddenly gave way in the face of 
hhigh wind when it was nearing the 
bank at the end of the trip throwing 
all’ seven persons overboard. Four 
of them, including a Miss Chao, how- 
fever, were picked up and thelt lives 
saved by means of artifeial respira- 
tion. 

"The three drowned persons are: 
Messrs, Shu Yu-chien, general secre- 
tary of the Chinese ¥.ML.C.A. in Pel- 
ping, ¥. A. Yang. banker and Chao 
Bhih-meng, a well known dramatist 
‘and playwright. 

‘Me, Shu had’ been planning for w 
plenic party for the association and 
in order to first arrange for a cheap 
rate of admission to. the Summer 
Palace he went to the famous em- 
perlor's resort with six of his close 
friends when the mishap occurred. 
‘After having had their timn inside 
the: palace, the party decided to co 
boating on'the river which is located 
also inside the palace.

On its return trip, the boat lurched 
violently a few. yards away from 
the bronze ox standing on the brink 
fof the river.

Lifeboats 
of the palace raced to the scene of 
mishap and within 20 minutes four 
of the members of the party were 
pleked up uneonselous. They were 
eventually resuscitated ‘by means of 
fartifelal ‘respiration.

Pre- 
vious to the occupation of the city, 
mission schools had been closed and 
the more Important ones had been 
moved to Shanghai, No spies have 
‘Been found in any mission compound. 

"There is a small. Chinese church 
‘school, which has. been functioning 
ina ¥.W.CA, building. This. sehool 
hhasno connection with any foreign 
missionary society. In January of 
this year, two of its teachers ‘were 
suddenly” arrested. Enquiries were 
made as to the eatise for this but no| 
explanations were given. One of 
these was Ong Ching-wa, not Ta 
Ching-wu, as reported by Domei. 
But the two are doublless the same, 

‘Ta Ching-wu was formerly a 
student In a German medical school 
at Woosung, eame to Hangchow in 
dire poverty and accepted a teaching| 
position at a salary that covered Iit- 
Tie more than his food expenses. His 
asgoclates said that he hover went 
Outside, nor received friends, kept 
very elosely to the school and’ to his 
Work of teaching. “Jt was an absolute 
Aurprise (0 his school associates, that 
hhe and a fellow teacher in the ‘same 
School should be put under arrest. 
It the slightest evidence had ever 
ome to the school management of 
their being spies, they would nover 
Ihave been accepted.

Conditions Worse 
In Tientsin 


Tientsin, Apr. 8. 

For nearly a year now the British’ 
‘community at Tientsin has been un- 
Sergoing what amounts in all but 
ame to a regular siege, in the course

{o a standstill and it has been, and is 
still being, subjected to the grossest 
insults and humiliations. It is, there-| 
fore, scarcely surprising if a’ feeling 
of despair should be overtaking them, 
‘when they see, apparently, no end to 
their ibulations and ‘Feceive no 
uldanee from their own representa 
tives, Last summer, when the block~ 
fade first started, HLM. Sceretary of | 
State for Foreign Affairs, Lord Hali- 
fax, cabled to the community to keep 
‘up a good heart and assured them 
that the Government would give 
them all necessary protectio 

Now, nearly a year later, condi 
tions remain as bad as ever, and 
nothing has been done at all to put 
f-stop to the entirely arbitrary and 
legal proceedings of the Japanese 
militarists at Tientsin, In fact, many 
British residents say quite frankly 
that they have given up making off- 
‘lal protests, even in specific cases of| 
maltreatment, as it is quite useless. 

Tn actual fact, despite the soothing’ 
words of H, M, Ambassador at Tokyo, 
‘Anglo-Japanesé relations at Tientsin 
hhave not only not improved, but have 
gol worse. ‘The plain, if unpalatable, 
truth is thay in recent weeks the 
treatment of British nationals by the 
Japanese militarists at the so-called 
barriers. has become even more 
arbitrary and humiliating than it had 
been before. They are invariably 
kept waiting purposely for a lengthy 
period, often as long as three hours, 
before’ they are allowed through. In 
some cases, when it is their turn to 
pass, they "are made to go back to 
the ‘end of the queue and stand 
‘among Chinese coolies lined up there. 


Refused Permission to Enter 

‘There was a case recently of two! 
British subjects who wanted to re~ 
‘turn to their homes in the Concession 
fone evening and were refused per- 
mission to" enter, on the grounds 
that it was too late and that the 
barriers were closed, and had to 
spend the night outside. Residents 
‘who live in the Concession, but whose 
Dusiness is outside, say frankly that 
they are foreed to spend a much 
‘greater part of their time waiting at 
the barriers than at their work. 
Every possible difficulty is put in the 
way of foodstuffs entering the Con- 
‘cession, if they are believed 10 be 
‘consigned {oa British national. Re- 
feently, a lorry carrying a load of 
potatoes, was made to empty out 
‘every single sack, before it was al- 
Towed ‘to proceed. “One could cite: 
dozens of eases of these humiliations 
‘and smaller pin-pricks, but the tale 
would have no end, 

‘What makes the " situation parti- 
ularly galling is the fact that these

Pro-German Sentiment 

‘There is no doubt a very strong!

‘The continued closure of such in 
portant channels of trade as the 
Yanglze and Pearl Rivers iy dificult 
{o comprehend as judging from all 
available Information such closure. is 
not justined by military necessity, 
While its effect is merely to delay 
the reconstruction “and rehabilita- 
tlon of the country which is the pro- 
fessed desire of the Japanese Govern- 
ment.

the transportation of which presents 
no insuperable difleulty. 

‘In the North disabilities due to ex- 
change control and the use of the 
FR. B. currency, which is not con- 
verlible into foreign exchange, has 
to some extent been overcome by the 
cumbersome linking system, the use 
of which has prevented complete 
trade stagnation. 

Dollar Fluctuations 

In June 1939 the National dollar 
[declined from 8d, at which rate 
hhad been steady for sometime, to Gd. 
dropping to 34d. in August. e- 
covering ‘slightly it now. remains 
steady at about 4d. 

‘This fall in the exchange rate of| 
the dollar while beneticial for ex-

ports, seriously affected imports. The | 
heavy fall from 1/2% to 4d. "soon 
made itself felt in the cost of living 


which is now approximately 250 per 
Jeent. to 300 per cent. higher than in 
1097, Part of this increase is due to 
the fall in exchange, bul particularly 
fas regards Chineso produce, 
flour, ment and vegetables, the” in- 
Jerease is due to restrictions, imposed 
Jon the flow of these commodities: 
from the producing aress to Shanghai 
‘and to taxes and exactions collected 
fn transit. ‘The rise inthe cost of 
living affects all but weighs specially 
hheavily on the Chinese who are least 
‘able to bear it, the labourer and 
coolies who are never far from the 
hunger dine, 

‘This disregard of the welfare of| 
te Chinese masses and interference 
with ‘the staple food supply of the 
People Is not due to military neces- 
sity and cannot be excused—for it 
jneediessly brings hardship, suffering 
Jand starvation to thousands. 

‘Though as was staled in the last 
Jannual report, the bulk of the cargo 
which was in’ storage at the wharves 
Jof the China Merchants " Steam 
[Navigation Co. had been delivered 
to its legal owners, a considerable 
Jamount was still unaccounted for. 
‘in June 1939 after repeated re- 
presentations, representatives of firms 
Interested in’ undelivered cargo were 
given an opportunity of - inspecting 
the cargo still remaining With a 
view to Identification. As a result 
Jor this inspection "some. further 
deliveries were made and it is 
lunderstood that all- remaining cargo 
has been cleared. ‘Much cargo 
which was at the | wharves on the 
outbreak of hostilities Is, however, 
stil! unaccounted for and’ must now 
foe regarded as lost. 


Wharf Occupation 

Tt was pointed out last year that 
Jas these wharves had been in the 
Joceupation. of Japanese forces ever 
since the outbreak of the hostilities 
jin Shanghal they ‘must. be held 
responsible for the loss of the goods 
Which have been illegally removed 
and should reimburse the legal own- 
fers for the value of the goods. The 
fact that none, other than Jopancse, 
had access to’ the wharves places 
such claims in an entirely different 
jeategory from ordinary’ “war 
elaims.* 

‘Though certain arrangements have 
been made with regard to Municipal 
policing in Hongkew. and though 
IChinese are now permitted to enter 
the area freely without the produe- 
ion of passes, the British ‘Tramway 
Jand Bus companies which hold 
franchises from the Couneil are still 
Jdenied the rights they should en- 
icy by virtue of their franchises, 
{though a Japanese. Bus Company 
Joperates freely without any “franch- 
ise" formalities. 

Tn the last annual report it was: 
stated that “it has unfortunately: 
locen necessary to refer to the many 
Impediments that have been placed 
inthe way of trade and a return 
to normal and sane conditions” and 
the hope was expressed that “next 
year a different and more pleasing 
Picture may be presented.” 

T wish T could report, that this! 
hope had been realized but as we 
know from our own experience in 
Shanghai and from reports from 
other places the impediments have 
not been removed, while the restric 
ions on the movement of necessities 
vital to the Chinese and the establish 
ment of monopolies can hardly oe 
bald to augur well for the future 
prosperity of the occupied areas. 














European War 

On September 3, 1939, Great Britain 
‘and Franee declared War on Ger- 
many. We all know and the world 
knows that the war was not of our 
seeking and that every effort was 
made by the Prime Minister to avoid 
It, Tels mot necessary to mention 
the events which led up to the de- 
claration of war—they are known to 


all. 

‘To us in China the European War 
brings problems, many of them, not 
‘only those conecrned with transporta- 
tion dimculties but many others, for 
Jn these days the economic front is 
Just as important as the actual front 
line ‘and we who are far removed 
from ‘the scene of actual hostilities 
nevertheless have or part to per= 
form—a very important part too— 
for it is our duty to endeavour not 
only to maintain but to inerease our 
trade with the home country and the 
Empire, thereby providing the sinews 
of war in the shape of foreign ex- 
‘change. 

‘Some of us are too old to give! 
service in the fighting forces, but 
‘whether old and unfit or young ond 
At, we all have our duty to perform 
in’ the place and manner in which 
‘our Government requires, and if our 
Government wishes us. to carry ‘on 
where we are, we must. give” out 
service to the ulmost of our ability. 

Ta conelusion Twill as usual give 
a brief survey of the Chamber's ae- 
tivities during the past. year.

‘Sir Herbert Phillips, 1.M. Consul-' 
General, relinquished his ‘position as 
Honorary President of the Chamber 
fon his retirement from China. The 
Committee and members of the 
Chamber and China Association en 
fertained Sir Herbert at a farewell 
Danquet at the Shanghai Club on 
January 10, at which 132 persons 
Were persent and the opportunity was 
taken'to express to Sit Ierbert the 
reat appreciation of the British 
communities in China for all that he 
hhad ‘done for their Interests during 
hig tong service in this country. 

‘On his appointment as H.M. Con- 
sul-General in Shanghal Mr. A. H. 
George kindly consented to succeed 
‘Sir Herbert Phillips as the Honorary, 
President of the Chamber, and Mr. 
J.C, Hutchison, OBE. ‘who was 
appointed Commercial Counsellor in 
‘Mr. George's place, kindly agreed to 
act as Honorary Vice-President of 
the Chamber. 














‘The Sub-Committees of the Cham- 
ber held a number of meelings dur- 
Ing the year, and rendered consider- 
able assistance to the Joint Committee 
over a dificult period, The thanks 
of the Chamber are due to the 
members of these Committees for the 
services they have rendered. 

‘As you will have seen from the 
accounts the Language School for the 
first time for a number of years has. 
been conducted on a self-supporting. 
basis, the income having exceeded the 
expenditure by $472 At the end of 
April the superintendent of . tha 
School, Mr. John S. Lec, owing 10. 
continued iil health, tendered his re- 
‘signation, which the Committee ac- 
cepted with much regret, His retire- 
ment was made the occasion of the. 
presentation of a silver tray by mem- 
bers of the Joint Committee and the| 
Language School Sub-Committoo,.as| 
‘2 small token of the excellent work 
done by him during his ten years 
association with the School; since Mr. 
Lee's retirement, Mr. V. 0. Riley, the 
Assistant Secretary of ‘the Chamber, 
has acted ‘as the supervisor of the 
School. ‘The average altendance of 
Pupils “during the year was 25; 16 
‘examinations were held in Shanghai, 
one in Tientsin, and one in Hongkong, 
‘and all candidates were successtul— 
two gaining honours. ‘The thanks of 
the Chamber are due to Mr. G. W. 
Creighton, for conducting the ¢x- 
aminations in. Shanghai ‘and to the 
Rev, A. P, Cullen and Mr. R. Trounce 
Nelson for conducting them in Tien- 
{sin and Hongkong respectively. The 
Committee hope that all_members 
will continue to, support the School 
so that at the end of the eurrent year 
the working account will show a.

Piracy of Copyright 

Amongst the questions dealt wit 
by the Committee during the lust 
year was the thorny one of piracy 
Of copyright. It is a complex ques- 
tion, as there is no Law of Copyrigint 
in China and until such has. been 
established and recognised there is 
nothing legally to prevent works 
which ‘are copyright in other coun 
tries being printed locally without 
any regard to author's rights and 
royalties, ‘The high cost of forel 
imported books has given a tremend- 
ous impetus to this trade and, as will 
be realized from the many lists 
cireulated in Shanghai, the business 
‘has grown to large proportions.. The 
matter has been taken up as strongly 
as possible with the London Cham- 
ber’ of Commerce and the. Chinese 
Government, and it is hoped that 
means may'be found to stop the 
piracy. 

Conference of Chambers 

Your Committee arranged a Con 
ferenee of Chambers in China and 
Hongkong in April last year and 
work was pul in hand to prepare 
various reports for submission to the 
delegates. Unfortunately, the uncer- 
{tainly of transportation, especially 
from Hankow, made it impossible {0 
arrange a week suitable {0 all del 
gales appointed by the ‘Trealy poits. 
The holding of the Conference was 
therefore ubandoned with regret, but 
@ number of useful reports were 
received and the information ‘¢on~ 
tained therein has proved of very real 
value,

‘The Peetham Report 
Critical conditions have prevailed 
im Shanghai ever since the ‘outbreak 
of Sino-Japanese hostilities locally in 
January 1982, ‘The blame cannot be 
Placed fairly upon the shoulders of 
the Council, or of your local organi- 
zations, Tho Council, you may recall, 
‘secured the services of Mr. Justice 
Feotham to investigate the Settlement 
‘Administration and offer suggestions 
for reform, In 1930-1, His valuat 
report had only been completed a few 
months before the 1932 crisis, and was 
Ignored by the Treaty Power Govern 
ments, Matters, however, might have 
taken a different cours - 
clusion of the Sino-Japanese ‘Truce in 
May 1982, had the resolution of the 
Lengue of Nations, calling for a Round, 
‘Table Conference to consider 
ments "to these 
Foreign) ax 
from danger” beon acted upon. ‘The 
three local British organizations took 
the initiative in petitioning their Gov- 
ernment to act upon this” resolution, 
‘nd. their representations were en 
dorsed by almost all the other Foreign 
‘Chambers and Associations in Shang- 
hal, but without any result. 

Th 1995 it was evident to the Com- 
mittees of the three British organiza 
tions that if the balance of power in 
the Settlement administration was to 
‘be maintained it was imperative to 
organize and mobilize the British vote. 
‘A meeting of all three Committees 
‘wag held that year at which plans for 
mobilizing the British vote were put 
forward, and It was decided 10 
nominate a British "ticket" of five! 
candidates; Messrs, H. E. Arnhold, V. 
Sl. J. Killery, W. P. Lambe, J. 1. 
Liddett and Hf, Porter. 

‘This action was criticized in some 
quarters." Two independent candidates, 
fone a Briton and the other of another 
foroign nationality ‘were nominated. 
But the official ticket was adopted, 
though the attendance at the poll was 
deplorable. The two Japanese headed. 
the list by several hundred votes, and 
only 1,587 out of an estimated total 
of 3.958 votes were recorded, of which 
British voters. contributed only some: 
565. ‘Tt was evident that. different 
tacties would have to be adopted if 
the British voting strength was to 
make itself felt. 

Another joint meeting of the three 
Committees was held in October, 1935. 
AC this it was decided to appoint an 
Executive sub:Committee with power 
to employ a paid organizer, to attempt 
fo mobilize the British vote. Each 
British Committee nominated two 
members, 2 substantial sum was 
uuaranteed for expenses, and in Nov- 
ember it was announced that Lt. 
Colonel Hayley Bell had been ap- 
pointed as paid Election Agent. ‘The 
name of the Committee was changed 
to "British Election Committee,” with 
Mr. W. S. King as Chairman and Mr. 
Reader Harris as Vice-Chairman. 
‘This Committee felt that the practice 
of nominating its own “ticket” was 
open to serious criticism, and that it 
‘would "be more Jn accordance with 
democratic principles to call for 
nominations, and “if they exceeded 
five in number, to select the British 
candidates by a “Straw Vole” ‘The 
Committee approached 19 qualified 
Fatepayers, to stand for this poll, and 

invited “outside nominations. 
Eventually ten candidates were duly 
Proposed and seconded. It was re 





















































cognized that some precautions must 
‘be taken to prevent duplication or 
forgery of ballot slips, so each slip 
was countersigned by’ the Election 
Agent. All ten candidates were asked 
to attend a meeting at which the pro- 
cedure to be adopted was Iaid before 
them, and approved 

‘The result of this step was to In 
crease the votes polled at the 1036 
election to 3,165, of which all British 
‘and American " candidates received 
‘Over 1,800, and the Japanese fell. to 
the bottom of the list with under 900. 
‘Many of you will recall that an un- 
fortunate contretemps, due to the 
overlooking of alloy ‘papers, inval- 
dated this election, But the Japanese 
then withdrew their third candidate 
so that a second election became un- 
necessary. 

‘The Straw Vote 

In this as in later “Straw Votes” 
senlor members of a firm of chartered 
necountants were invited, and agreed, 
to act as scrutineers, 

‘From time to time there was con- 
siderable discussion as to how the 
"Straw Vote” should be eenducted, 
‘some favouring a poll of all the mem- 
bers of the three British organizations. 
Tt was, however decided that the only 
ogieal course, if Uhe informal poll was. 
to be regarded as conclusive, both by 
the public and the candidates, was 
to restrict It to British ratepayers who 
Would be entitled to vote at the actual 
tleetions. “Any other procedure might 
be misleading, and might reasonably 
be ‘regarded “as justifying potential 
British eandidates in refusing to sub 
mit to the "Straw Vote.” 

‘As I have already stated the, ballot 
slips at the first "Straw Vote” were 
‘countersigned by the Election Agent. 
This, however, did not constitute a 
sulMigient guarantee against duplica~ 
tion, ‘They were sent out by post, and 
‘as everyone knows, loeal mails some- 
times go astray. At subsequent polls, 
therefore, it was decided to number 
the ballot slips, solely for the purpose 
of avoiding duplication or fraud. ‘The 
Serutineers do not have access to the 
numbered list, the ballot slips are 
‘unsigned, and’ they would only be 
Interested in seeing that no numbers 
were duplicated, or where an allegedly 
mistald ballot slip had been replaced 
by another—that an illicit vole was 
‘not secured by this means. I¢ for 
Tastanee, Mr. Brown reported that he 
hhad never received his ballot slip, the 
‘original number of which was 771, he 
Would be given another, but ‘the 
serutineers ‘would be requested to 
Treat slip No. 771 iC It appeared in 
the ballot box as invalid. It is 
scarcely necessary to add that one of 
the objects of enlisting the honorary 
services of prominent Chartered Ac- 
countants. was to ensure that the 
ssecreey of the ballot should be main- 
tained.

At a’ meeting of the British Election 
Committee held on March 19, 1937, 
the question arose whether candidates 
for the "Straw Vote” should be re- 
quested to undertake to accept the 
results.

‘There was no election in 1939 x0 
that the machinery for organizing the 
British vote remained in abeyance. 
‘The Increasing gravity of the local 
situation, and that in China generally, 
Hed to the re-constitution of the British 
Election Committee in the latter part 
of the year. It decided to follow the 
same procedure as in previous years, 
and. this was what was done in the 
recent “Straw Vote.” All qualifted 
British Ratepayers were circularized 

‘a view to securing nominations, 
‘and Messrs. E. S. Wilkinson and 1. 
Roberts kindly agreed to act as 
serutineers. 

‘That, in brief, is the history of the 
British Eleetion’ Committee. T should 
only like to add that it its efforts 
esult in attaining the objects for 
which It has been working, ot this 
lection, most of the eredit will go to 
lis Chairman Mfr. 1. B. Arnhold, who 
hhas devoted most of his time to its 
interests for the past two months.

tion is still more difficult in that the 
question of supply and demand 
Affects market prices daily, To fix 
Dries from day to day, could only 
be achieved if the day's supply could 
be ‘ascertained before the market 
opened for business which is quite 
impossible under’ prevailing condi- 
tions. 

‘On February 29, it will be recalled, 
the SMC. appointed a Price Control 
Committee composed of Messrs. F.

‘$196,000 Stolen in 
Daylight Robbery 


‘Shanghai, Apr. 10, 

One of the most sensational armed 
robberies ever committed in the 
vicinity of Shanghai was perpetrated 
In Japanese-controlled Chapel in 
broad daylight shortly after 1 pam. 
yesterday when a band of three men, 
‘one armed with a pistol, stole $196,000 
from two men in a pirate hire car in| 
Jukong Road. ‘The two victims had 
just arrived ‘st North Station from. 
Wusih and were presumably trans- 
porting the money’ to a bank in the 
International Settlement when’ they 
‘were held up, 

As the two men left the station they 
hailed a privately chauffoured pirate 
hire car which was eruising the nelgh- 
Jbourhood looking for fares. ‘The car 
[proceeded along Jukong Road and 
when it slowed down in congested 
trate a daring bandit, armed with @ 
pistol, jumped on the’ running board 
jand covered the occupants of the car 
‘with his weapon, 

Suddenly, two more men, believed 
to be unarmed, jumped into the eat 
jand the chauffeur was directed ‘to 
drive along Jukong Road in the direc. 
tion of Dixwell Road. “Upon arriving 
Jat Dixwell Road the chauffeur and the 
two passengers were ordered out of 
the vehicle and the thieves com- 
mandeered the motor ear and drove 
‘oft with the money. 


ron Thief Arrested 

Meanwhile Shanghai's lesser fry in 
the criminal world were also active. 
Shortly after 3 am. yesterday police 
from Gordon Road station arrested 
Jone of a gang of six or seven robbers, 
elieved to be unarmed, who had 
stolen $50 worth of serap iron from a 
[Chinese iron shop at. 181 Yenping 
Road. ‘The gang entered the iron shop 
and after intimidating the oecupants 
helped themselves to a quantity of 
serap iron. As they were leaving the 
Jshop they were encountered by 3 
police party who fired four shots at 
the robbers, “The gang immediately 
took to their heels and all. but one, 
]who was arrested by the police, made 
}good their escape. No one was in- 
jured in the shooting. 

At 115 am. yesterday a police 
patrol from Gordon Road station was 
fired upon by one of three suspects 
in an alleyway off Singapore Road, 
near the Kung Dah Cotton Mill. The 
police attempted to search the thre« 
‘men when one of them suddenly fired 
fat the searching party.

‘men escaped,

G, Reed, Chiet 
Onicer of the Fire Brigade, personally

‘The contents of the two buildings| 
were almost completely destroyed and| 
all but the outer walls remained: 
standing by the time the lames had 
been checked. 

‘The godowns belong to Koo Ting~ 
zeng, a Chinese firm, owning its own 
fire-fighting equipment which went 
Into action as soon as the lames were 
noticed, although it was not any- 
where nearly sufficient to cope with, 
the flames. which spread with light- 
ening rapidity. 

Damages, which are considerable, 
have not been estimated yet, while 
the cause of the fire remains a 
complete mystery.

‘Two ae 
countants were the only persons. in 
the office and these were intimidated 
by the armed thieves while the un- 
armed gangsters bound. thelr hands 
with pulley. wire and gagged them 
With ‘pieces “of newspaper. fhe 
thieves: remained on the premises for 
over 40. minutes and during that 
time no Jess than six other persons 
centered the offiee on business.” ‘These 
Six suffered the same fate as the 
two “accountants ‘and. the robbers 
continued with their search. 

Not satsified with the $19,400. in 
cash which they had managed to find 
fon the premises, one of the robbers 
Searched one of’ the accountants and 
stole a pocket watch and a finger 
Fing from him. A few minutes after 
the gang had made thelr departure 
fone of the accountants managed to 
free hhimselt and after releasing the 
other captives he reported the matter 
to the police.

later, ‘The plaintift was Dr, Arthur 
Pereiz and the defendanis were 
Fraser Motors Ld. 

Represented by Dr. A. Grossmann, 
Dr, Peretz claimed $2,300, represent 
ing the value of one second hand 
Morris Cowley car which, he said, 
was held by the defendants, and 
damages suffered on account of such 
Cetention during two months on the 
rounds that, having found the car on 
Hiungjao Road on December 31, they 
ad failed to notify the plaintift and 
had held the car from that date until 
now—without any legal ground, 
although they had due knowledge of 
the faet that the car was plaintin’s 
property, He also claimed the insur- 
ed value of the car, U.S:$100. 

Dr, Peretz, a physician, told the 
Court that on December 30 he went 
to Hungjao Gardens in his ear with 
fa friend Mrs. Gregg. After, staying 
jn the gardens for about half an 
Hour, he came outside and tried to 
Is ear" without succes, Later 
Mrs, Gregg telephoned to Fraser 
Motors, Lid, from the London Club 
in Warren Road asking them to pick 
Up plaintift and herselt and the ear, 

LaterMrs,_Hutehinson, proprietor 
of the elub, telephoned and was told 
that an employee of Fraser Motors 
had been to the club and to Hungjao 
Road but had found no trace of 
himself, Mrs. Gregg or the car. When 
‘second man arrived they went to 
HungJao Gardens but could not find 
the car, ‘The loss of the car was 
then Tapert to ofcials at Bubbling 
Well Police station. 

‘Asked IC his ear was insured, Dr. 
Peretz stated that he insured the 
veniele on November 15, although he 
had not sent the application form 
into the American Asiatic Under- 
Writers until after the loss of the ear. 
The. Instirance company, however, 
recognized the ear as having been 
insured from November 15. He 
notified the company of the loss on 
December 31 

‘On or about February 15 witness 
purchased a car from a Russian for 
$1950 and on the same day Mrs. 
Giegs, not knowing this, went to 
Fraser Motors to view some cars 
jew to purchasing one. He 

‘cred, who was ‘very 
excited, oulside Fraser Motors and 
she told him that she had seen his 
ear there. 

‘the police informed Mrs. Gregts| 
Dr. ‘Peretz continued, that Fraser 
Motors had not notified them of the 
finding of the ear. Later, in the pre- 
sence of the police, Mr. Fraser stated 
{hat his Russian employee had notified 
the police and that he admitted 
negligence on his part. To this witness 
replied that he would have to 
make good the damage he had done 
Which, witness pointed out, would 
include US. $100 and expenses during 
fone and a half months.

had_not replied to his letters, Mr. 
MeDonald slated, as he felt that it 
was an “outrageous and bare-faced

Britain Extending 
Aid to Norway 


London, Apr. 9, 
‘Amid loud cheers the Prime Mi 
ster, Mr. Neville Chamberlain, an- 
nounced in the House of Commons 
today that Great Britain had decided 
to extend full aid to Norway, and 
that powerful units of the British 
Navy were at sea. 

In the course of a long statement 
‘Mr. Chamberlain sald that the Allies 
‘at no time contemplated any occupa 
tion of Scandinavian territory so long, 
ag it was not attacked by Germany. 
‘Any allegations by Germany to the 
contrary, he added, were pure inven- 
tion and’ had no foundation in fact, 

‘There was an atmosphere of re- 
pressed excitement in the House 
when Mr, Chamberlain rose to speak. 
‘The Diplomatic Galleries were well 
filled, and among those present were 
‘the Spanish, Russian, Belgian, Argen- 
line and Chinese Ambassadors. ‘The 
Norwegian Minister was also present. 

“Germany today invaded Denmark 
and Norway,” Mr. Chamberlain de- 
clared at the outset of his statement. 


Result of Old Pressure 


“Byer since the begi 
war,” he continued, “she 
tempted to dominate 'Seandinavi 
control both the polit 

mie policy of the Seandinavian states. 
Her pressure on them has been 
steadily increasing. 

“She claimed “and exereised the 
tight to dictate their poliey towards 
Finland during the Finnish-Soviet 
war. At the end of that war, I said: 
"The security of Finland has gone, 
but has the security of Norway and 
Sweden been preserved?" 

“On the contrary, the danger has 
‘been brought closer than ever to those 
two countries, till now it stands upon 
their doorstep. Nothing can save 
them but determination to defend 
themselves and to join with others 
who are ready to aid them in thelr 
defence. 

‘Many of my listeners then may 
have thought my words exaggerated, 
‘but now we see the fulfiment to the 
letter of the prophecy they contained.

Noted U.S. Jewish 
Leader Passes 


Philadelphia, Apr. 8. 

Dr. Cyrus Adler, well-known 
‘American publicist and Jewish leader, 
‘died here today at the age of 76) 
years. As President of the American 
Jewish Committee, Dr. Adler pub- 
lished, in 1033, “The Jews in Ger- 
many,” a documented account of Nazi 
attacks on the Jews. 

‘He played a part in settling a num- 
‘ber of international questions con- 
‘cerning the Jews. He was also a dis- 
inguished scholar, and did much for 
Jewish learning in America. 

‘He was born on September 13, 
3863, at Van Buren, Arkansas. His 
father, a small-town merchant, died 
when’ he was, three. ‘The family 
moved to Philadelphia, and Dr. Adler 
Was educated there before going to 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

‘He went on to Hebrew studies at 
John Hopkins University, Baltimore, 
decame a Doctor of Philosophy in 
1687, and remained there until 1893 to 
teach Semitic He also be- 
came a lecturer in Biblical archoeo- 
ogy at the Jewish Theological Semin- 
jary in New York, of which he was 
ater President. 

‘President Cleveland made Dr. Adler 
Ja special commissioner for the 1693 
World's. Columbian Exhibition at 
Chicago. ‘He helped to organize the 
‘American sections at a number of 
‘exhibitions during the ‘nineties, and 
Went on special missions to the East. 


Friendship for Dr. Langley 
In 1899, Dr. Adler became brarian 
at” the” Smithsonian Institution, 
Where he was a friend of Dr. Samuel 
Plerpoint Langley, « pioneer in 
aviation, Langley’s, recognition after 
his deaih for work that had been 
largely overshadowed by the suc- 
cesses of the Wright brothers way 
mainly due to Dr. Adler, 

He returned to Philadelphia in 1907 
to be first President of the Dropsic 
College for Hebrew research. In the 
game year, he founded, with Mr. 
Louls Marshall, the American Jewish 
Committee. Alter the war, he went 
‘with Me, Marshall to the Paris peace 
‘conference to plead for Jewish mino~| 
Fity rights and privileges in the new 
countries that emerged at Versailles. 

‘He was co-Chairman of the Jewish 
‘Agency for Palestine, and a governor 
of the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem. 

‘In. 1990, Dr. Adler formulated for 
a League of Nations Commission a 
plan for settling the  Jewish-Arab 
Gispute over the Wailing Wall in 
Palestine. “His suggestions formed the| 
basis of the solution finally adopted, 
whereby the Jews were allowed frec| 
access to the Wall for prayer and 
religious services. In recognition of 
his work for the Jewish people in 
‘Ameriea and Europe he was present- 
‘ed in 1932 with a "memorial of 
friéndship and esteem" signed by 250) 
or the leading Jews of America, 


Condemnation of Nazis 
Before “The Jews in Nazi Ger 
many” was published, Dr. Adler had 
‘asked Jews to suspend judgment on 
Herr Hitler and warned them that a 
boyeolt of German goods would lead 
to. reprisals. But’ the American 
‘Jewish Committee's investigation led 
to a strong condemnation of Nazi 

















policy.
